The scenery didn't appeaal to them in
the least, It wasn't a bit like Chatham
Square., They didn’t know what to do
with it, not having been instructed by any
ilhistrated editions. The miserable con-
roquence was that when the philanthropist
went to look for them he found most of
them smoking cigarettes and shooting
craps behind the barn,

"knll see,” said the author of “How to Tell
the Wild Flowers from the Birds,” as he
concluded this melancholy narrative, “it
was nonsense to expect these urchins to
know what t» do with themselves in the
country.

and tell them to go and have a good time.”

Well, and here we are getting back to
(ireenwich. Mr. Thompson Seton observed
in this uninstructed condition of the youth
of the land a long felt want. He went to
work to fill it. e hought sixty acres of
land in the outskirts of this Connecticut
town, called it Wyndygoul, organized the
Wooderaft Indians and made his home the
reservation of the tribe. .

“The organization of the Wooderaft
Indians,” said Mr. Thompson Seton, “begun
#ix vears ago to spread the principles of out-
door life, has reached all parts of North
America and numbers about 2,000 camps,
varying from fifteen to four hundred mem-
lers eaeh, and now including all ages and
sexes, although begun for boys. This
wooderaft movement I feel fo be my life
work.”

Whatever may be the range of the move-
ment, Wyndygoul is its vortex. Here the
hovs of Greenwich and Cos Cob have been
jured in summer by the author of “Diary of
the Anopheles Culex.” Here they camp
out and learn to enjoy nature under the
naturalist’s personal supervision. He takes
a personal interest in each one of his charges,
tells them the most wonderful stories of
animal life and guides the growth of the
vouthful mind until it is able to tell why
poese walk Indian flle and how humming
tl rds get their curious names.

sucn refinements of wooderaft as the
stalking of the red deer, for example, are
carefully taught. Mr. Thompson Seton
bas a stuffed deer which he o cunningly
places amid the woods that half a mile
off vou couldn’t tell the difference. Then
he takes a stick, to the end of which is
artached a deer's hoof, and snoops around
making fracks with it that lead to the
~tuffed animal. Then the youthful Indians
are turned loose to track the timid beastie
down.

AN ADMIRABLE PERFORMANCE

AT THE METROPOLITAN.

Mr. Burrian Appears for the First Time as
the Young Hero and Mme. Flelscher-
Fdel as HBruennhilde —~The Increased
Orchestra Proves a Valuable Aoquisition

Like a thunderbolt out of a clear sky
Wagner's “Siegfried” fell into the midst
of a gentle matiné» audience at the Metro-
politan Opera House yesterday afternoon.
It was a capital performance of the scherzo
of the great * Ring" symphony. It had
some shortcomings, but they were not of a
nature to detract from the general effect
of the presentation. The spirit of Wagner
was in the house and the audience was
touched by it.

Three notable characterizations cen-
“tralized attention, while the orchestra,
increased for this work, as it will be for
other “Ring” presentations, to ninety-six
players, contributed a great share to the
uplifting nature of the afternoon’s pro-
ceedings. Mr. Burrian's Siegfried, dis-
closed to New Yorkers for the first time;
Mr. Reiss's incomparable Mime and Mr.
Van Rooy's admirable Wanderer formed
a trio of imposing excellence.

Mr. Burrianis a person of prosaic counte-
nance and unpoetio figure, but his vooal art,
backed by a remarkably good conception
of the part, trinmphed over these obstacles.
A rude, uncouth, vigorous Siegfricd was
this, developing by imperceptible stages to
the passionate lover of the final scene. In
action Mr, Burrian was fairly free and in the
forest scene unexpectedly picturesque.
He sang his musio correctly, with most
musicianly phrasing, and with appreciation
of the textual meaning. His forging of the
sword, virile and declamatory, was strik-
ingly centrasted with his delicate, subdued
and finely varied treatment of the woodland
soliloquies.

Mr. Reiss's Mime, which seemed a vear
ago to have reached the summit of possi-
bility, has actually improved. It was a
wonderful impersonation yesterday. Mr.
Van Rooy's Wotan was quite up to its usual
level, and Mr. Blass's Fafner was splendidly
rich and sonorous in tone. Mme. Rappold
had a little mishap with her voice at the
second entrance of the bird’s music, but
otherwise she sang it passably. Her con-
tribution to the performance, however,
was not eminent. Mr. Goritz was a good
Alberich, and Mme. Kirkby-Lunn, except
for one unfortunate high note, sang Erda
beautifully.

Mme. Fleischer-Edel, the Brunnhilde,
was roused from her slumbers a little before
5 P. M.. So far as she was personally con-
cerned it was a happy awakening, for her
impersonation of the reduced Valkyr
was the best th ng she has done here. It
was not an ideal interpretation, for Mme.

Fleischer-Edel has neither the voice nor
the art to cope with the more difficult pas-
sages in this short but formidable part.
But her singin

THE LEGAL AID SOCIETY.

Branch to Be Establlshed In Hrookiyn
Next Wednesday.

The Legal Aid Society will open a Brook-
Iyn branch at 186 Remsen street on January
2, to take care of legal business for those
who are too poor to employ a lawyer. For
several years the number of clients coming
to the Manhattan office from Brooklyn
has averaged more than 1,000 a year, and
the need of a Brooklyn branch has long
been recognized, but its establishment has
not heen possible until the present time.

The new branch will be in charge of Mrs.
Cornelia K. Hood, as manager, and an as-
sistant attorney of the society. The or-
ganization aids men and women in recover-
ing eflects retained by employers, land-
lords and the like, the collection of wages
and such matters. It also looks after the
interests of many deserted wives in com-
pelling husbands and relatives to give
them proper support. The only charge
is a nomi retainer of 10 cents, and even
this is often waived. In 1805 the society
had the cases of 21,372 persons and re-
covered for them $61,140. Eighteen law-
yers are constantly employed in this work.,
